“PATWA” IN PALESTINE 
English-Speaking Group’s Aliyah 


[From a Correspondent] 


Mr. Elias M. Epstein, Mr. A. Herman (of the 
Zionist Organisation's Youth Department), Dr. E. 
Davis (formerly head of the medical section of 
Parwa), and Mr. Walter Ettunghausen (lormerly 
Chairman of Patwa) met in Jerusalem recently 
to discuss what they could do to assist the success- 
ful settlement im Palestine of members of the Pro- 
fessional and Technical Workers’ Aliyah im 
Eneland. It was appreciated that the leaders of 
the Zionist movement had in recent years repeatedly 
stressed the importance of aliyah from England 
and the other English-speaking countries, but tt 
was felt that the practical and political value of such 
an alivah was not vet fully understood by all the 
executive branches of the movement 

Patwa, like other aljyah groups, it was stated, 
was suffering through the lack of certificates, and 
it was thought unlikely that aliyah organisations 
in any Enelish-speaking country could really hope 
to flourish and attract recruits unless the Jewish 
public saw results in the form of certificates and 
members actually leaving for Palestine. After dis- 
cussion of these and siniilar probiems, it was 
decided to call a larger meeting, to include repre- 
sentatives from other Enelish-speaking countries. 

Accordingly, a second meeting has. been held, 
attended by the above-named as well as by .Miuss 
Minna Davidovitch (formerly a member of the 
Patwa Committee), Major M. Comay and Mr. H. 
Levin (representing South Africa). and Captain 
Popkin (representing the U.S.A.). In the course of 
a full discussion, the following poimts were

Palestine Group's Aims 


(1) It was desirable to create in Palestine a group 
of persons who would take an interest in the alryah 
of people of “ Patwa type” from England, South 
Africa, and the U.S.A 

(2) Those present decided to constitute themselves 
as the nucleus of such.a eroup, membership of 
which would be open to anyone who agreed with 
its aims and was willing to heip 

(3) The group would set up consultative 
machinery which could be. dsed by Patwa in. all 
Finelish-speaking couatnes for the purpose of 
obtainine iniormation about condimons in the 
various protessions in Palestine Ihe group would 
appeal tO Organisations and professional 
associations in. Palestine for their. coodwill and 
co-operation in making such mformation available. 

(4) The group would do its best to help new 

immigrants from the Enelish-speaking countries to 
settle down happily im Palestinc and to integrate 
themselves successfully into the gencral life of the 
COUNITY It hoped that in ths way newcomers 
would be spared unnecessary difficulues and be 
enabled to. make their maximum contribution to the 
progress of the Yishu\ 
» (8) The group would inform the Jewish Agency 
of its aims and plans and would take an early 
oppertunity of consulting with representatives of 
the Jewish Agency, to ensure that a satistactory 
number of certificates was allocated to the English-

Arab. and Jewish. Despair—-engendered by a 
tragedy unparalelled in the annals of man, and by 
the failure ull now of those in whose hands it lies 
to bring balm and bealing to our tormented people 
—has borne its bitter frum. 1 could never have 
imagined that any descendants of those who 
received the law of life on Mount Sinai could show 
such reckless disregard for the sanctity of human 
life.” 

Chief Rabbi Benzion Usiel issued the following 
Statement : 

“ Before God and man I say our hands did not 
shed this blood, and our eyes did not see it,” the 
Chief Rabbi says in bis statement. “ Forgive, O 
God, Thy people and do not let Thy camp be 
stained by the blood of innocents, because * not by 
might, nor by power, but by my spirit, saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

When the news of the outrage was received in 
Tel-Aviv, the Mayor, Mr. Israel Rokach, mme- 
diately asked all places of entertainment to close 
in mourning for the victims. The Municipal Coun- 
cil called an extraordinary meeting in the evening. 
A statement was issued expressing loathing at 
the criminal attack which, it said, was besmirching 
and perverting the pure aim of the Jewish people 
io establish its homeland and to find its place in 
the comity of nations. ‘“‘ Our heads are’ bowed in 
pain and grief,” the statement added 

Ihe General Federation of Jewish Labour have 
also issued a statement condemning the outrage. 

Our Jerusalem correspondent cables: 

The destruction of the Chief Secretary's. offices 
at the south-western end of King David Hotel at 
midday on Monday was the most wicked act of 
barbarism I have ever seen. There can be no

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Palestine Movement 


FRIENDS OF THE HEBREW 
UNIVERSITY 


New Social and Legal Group 


Lord Justice Cohen presided over a mecting of 
the Priends of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem 
held at Palestine House, Manchester Square, W.!, 
recently, when Professor M. Ginsberg. the 
Marquis of Reading, K.C., and Professor Norman 
Bentwich spoke on “The Development of the 
Social and Legal Sciences at the University of 
jerusalem.” 

Since its inception, said Lord Justice Cohen, 
the Hebrew University had formed a bond of union 
between Jews of every variety of political thought. 
Zionists. and non-Zionists had co-operated in 
supporting this great institution which was 
dedicated to education and research, and although, 
no doubt, politics formed a prominent subject of 
discussion among the alumni of the University, as 
no doubt it did among the undergraduates of 
Oxtord and Cambridge, the Friends of the Hebrew 
University had never allowed political differences 
of opinion to weaken their support of the 
University. 

Professor Bentwich, said Lord Justice Cohen 
had told him that the Friends of the University and 
the Unversity itself had derived much assistance 
from certain groups which had been formed repre- 
senting particular Schools He mentioned the 
medical group and the art group, the latter of 
which was presided over by Lord Samuel. and he 
told him that they had in mind the formation Of a 
legal group. ' 

Protessor Ginsberg said he need not urge the 
general amportance of the social services. They at 
that meeting were concerned more particularly with 
the question of creating a centre of social studies 
in Palestine, and there were special reasons for 
advocating this cause which he listed under five 

Ihe first was a practical need—the need of train- 
ing offeials for social service and for public 
administration 

Ihe second was a more theoretical one. It was 
tne wmportance of the systematic study of Jewish 
sociology or, more correctly, the sociology of the 
Jews m tts many and varied aspects.

Statement on Jerusalem Bombing 


Mr. Leonard Stein. President of the Anglo-Jewirsh 
Association. made the following statement, which 
was unanimously endorsed by all those present, at 
Tuesday's mecting of the Council! of the Associanon,

“We mect under the shadow of tragic and 
calamitous events. My first duty this evenmng must 
be to express our deep distress at the hideous out- 
rage perpetraied yesterday in Jerusalem.

Attitude of “ Detachment ” 


The anti-Jewish outbreaks in Poland “ resulted 
exclusively from political passions provoked by 
measures adopted by the responsible Jewish 
authorities.” the unofficial Vatican newsletter “Ar, 
declared in a comment on the Kielce pogrom. 

The attacks against the Jews, it continued, “ can- 
not be viewed in the light of racial violence as 
the Government would have it, thus jusufying 
abroad the persecution of its political opponenis, 
especially of Mr. Mikolajczyk’s Peasant Party.” | 

The Vatican did not condemn the pogrom in 
Kielce, because to have done so would have had a 
* partisan and political flavour,” a Vatican spokes- 
man told a correspondent of the Overseas News 
Agency in Rome. 

* The Catholic Church,” the Vatican spokesman 
was quoted as saying, “has been very careful, 
and moré so than ever during the recent difficult 
years, to adopt an altitude, not of arid neutrality, 
but of detachment from any particular political 
credo.

0.000 JEWS SETTLE IN) STETTIN 


[From our Correspondent—Warsaw| 


Despiic difficulties, not the least of which 1s 
mncreasing anti-Semitssm, a new Jewish Community 
iS rapidly springing up in Szezecim (formerly Stettn), 
in North-West Poland. Before the war, Stettin was 
a German city with a population of about 300,000. 
lt «ss on the Oder, near tts estuary in the Baltic 
Sea, and is one of the largest ports in Europe. 
Most of the Germans have left, and the place is 
gradually being resettled by Poles. About 30,000 
Polish Jews from Russia have now made their 
home in the city and are slowly settling down to 
a new life. Several of them have opened factories 
and businesses, and young Jews have begun to 
organise Kibbuizim in and around the city, a large 
part of which, including most of the port itself, is 
suill in Russian hands. 

The Polish authoriies are helping the Jewish 
settlers but the population is far from friendly. 
Serious incidents have occurred in the market- 
place, where Jews have tried to start trading in 
old clothing and other goods. The police have had 
to miervene and close the market. 

The “Joint” is arranging for special help for 
the Jewish newcomers. 


An agreement has been concluded in’ Warsaw 
between the Polish Co-operative Society “ Spolem ”’ 
and the Palestine Fruit Centre of Tel-Aviv pro- 
viding for the dispatch of Palestine oranges and 
grapetrun, chiefly for Jewish hospitals and institu- 
LIONS.

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BRITAIN AND PALESTINE 


THE abominable and universally condemned crime which 
was perpetrated in Jerusalem. this week, followed by the 
publication of the Government's White Paper on the rela- 
sionship of some of the leaders of the Jewish Agency with 
Jewish terrorism, have brought to the fore the whole 
question of Jewish relations with Britain and of Britain's 
position in Palestine. Even while we are still suffering 
from the shook of the Jerusalem outrage, and before there 
has been sufficient time to analyse the evidence produced 
hy the Government, it is salutary to cast our minds back 
on the story of. Anglo-Jewish relations, and of Britain's 
historical interest in the building up of the National Home 
Pale 

At this moment, when. the Palestine situation looks as 
hopeless as it has ever done since the days ol Herzi. and 
jews throughout the world feel that nothing less ts at stake 
than the tate of the National Home, with all that it 
signifies for the Jewish future, strength and inspiration can 
be gained from a study of the past. One of history's lessons 
is that the Jews have never had, and probably never will

ROMAN CATHOLICS AND JEWS 

In these columns last week we referred. to Cardinal Hlond’s 
unseemly and unjustified attack on the Jews of Poland. at 
the time when so many were suffering from bloodthirsty 
assauits at the hands of. his fellow-Poles and coreligionists of 
Kielce, following on the revival of the old and libellous “ritual 
murder” cry. One had expected that on his attention being 
drawn to the implications of his remarks he would have at 
least modified them or attempted to explain them away. Further, 
one felt that his remarks would have met with some criticism 
in Roman Catholic circles on the Continent. and even an 
implied censure by the Vatican was not considered impossible. 
So far from this having been the case. an unofficial Vatican 
newsletier is even. reported to have reiterated the views 
expressed by the Cardinal and to have attributed the responsi- 
bility for the Kielce massacre to its victims, while: the further 
strange Comment of a Vatican spokesman is reported by a news 
agency, that the Vatican did not make a direct declaration 
“against the pogroms “ because such a declaration would have 
a political amd partisan flavour.” Another cause of astonish- 
ment the entirely unexpected and unjustified intervention 
by the Vatican. as reported by so responsible a paper as the 
OOBSERVER last Sunday, on behalf of Arthur Greiser. one of 
the most blood-sodden of the Nazi gauleiters,. who was 
sentenced to death for his crimes by a Polish Court.. Many 
of Greiser’s thousands of victims were Jews. but not all 
of them Phe appeal had no effect’ and Greiser was 
hanged. But there appears to bé, in spite of the Vatican spokes- 
man’s disclaimer, a distinct flavour of politics about these inter- 
ventions—-and the unhappy fate of the Jew, innocent 
though he is, to be caught once more between the upper and 

the nether millstones.

BRIGADIER KISCH MEMORIAL

Dr. Steinberg Tells Of Freeland 
League Plan 


* Without in any way doing harm to, or belittling, 
the work of building up Palestine, we believe that 
in order to bring comfort to our suffering brethren 
in Europe it is necessary to show them that there 
is a possible additional outlet of escape.” declared 
Dr. I. N. Stemberg, Secretary-General of the Free- 
land League tor Jewish Territorial Colonisation, im 
an interview with a JEWISH CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative. 

The League sought to obtain a large tract of 
land somewhe~ preferably under the British flag, 
tor Jewish cok sation and community settlement 

It was their firm conviction, Dr Steinberg said, 
that by so doing they would not be dissipating the 
resources and energies of their people. On _ the 
contrary, they would ‘bring in new forces which 
could only enrich Jewish life. 

They were taking nothing from the. Zionist 
Movement, and adding something towards a con- 
estructive future for their people 

[hey did not believe that all Jews would, o1 
could, settle in Palestine, or that even Statchood 
would completely solve the Jewish .problem. 
Jewish life outside Eretz Yisrael had also to be 
organised and must.not be allowed to drift. 

Without such organisation of mass migration 
they believed that thousands of then peopic would 
he lost. because by individual immigration § they 
would be absorbed in the industriahsm of such 
countries as America. They wanted the building 
up of Palestine to continue, and like most Jews gave 
their affection and support to‘that effort. 

But because the League believed that Am 
Yisrael was more important than Eretz Yisrael, 
their first aim must be the preservation of Jewish 
life and. culture That must inevitably mean 
colonisation in other places as well as m Palestine. 

By einberg recalled the formation of the Free- 
land leas uc m 1935, when it. was almost a revival 
of Israel Zangwill’s Territorial Organisation, dis- 
solved in 1925. There was, however. this important 
difference in. outlook—they no longer demanded 
political autonomy for Jewish Colonies

The Government had been sympathetic. and the 
League had obtained the goodwill of the Churches.

[he scheme was shelved during the war. At the 
end of 1944, the Australian Prime Minister had 
written to them that the difficulty in allowime com- 
munity immigration was that " meant departure 
from an old-established policy: he rather favoured 
individual colonisation..

Zionist with high religious and spiritual values, was 
drawn by Rabbi Abrahams, Chic! 
Rabbi of the Cape Town Hebrew “Congregation.

In view of the strong Zionist trend, said Rabbi 
Abrahams, stress was laid on knowledge of Hebrew

Mr. Shillmar has for o number of vears taken a 
deep interest in the history of the Jews of Ircland, 
his native country, 3nd has read two or three papers 
on aspects ol tht subject belore the Je wash Fistor} cal 
Society of England He has now brought together 
into one small book the fruits of his researches 

Sctting aside the prehistoric legenUs and one or two 
isolated references to Jews in connection with Ireland in 
the Middic Ages, the history of the Jewish connection with 
that country miay be said to have begun in cl1660 with the 
setticment of a group of Sefardim in Dublin almost con- 
temporanceus with the Jewish resettiement in this country 
But this and other isolated settlements can hardly be said 
to have flourished—-the information regarding them is very 
sparse—untii the first quarter of last. centufy. and the 
strength this most. recent settlement has drawn is almost 
entirely from Eastern Europe. But whatever records of 
information are available Mr Shiliman has obviously ran- 
sacked. and there must be littl known of interest that he

MANCHESTER JEWRY 


The Chief Rabbi of Palestine, Rabbi Dr. L. 
Herzog, addressing a crowded audience at the 
Higher Crumpsall Synagogue on his four months’ 
tour of Europe, said he had left Palestine at this 
critical juncture because of the call of the Jewish 
children on the Continent, which gave him no =: 
1.200.000 children had been lost to us in the Nazi 
holocaust, 40,000 still remained. Of these, many 
thousands had to be restored from non-Jewish 
possession to the Jewish Community: and further 
thousands who were wandering like vagabonds in 
many countries in Europe had to be assembled and 
to be given a Jewish traming 

Ihe Communal Rabbi, Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann, 
and Rabbi Kopul Rosen appealed for support tor 
Lr Herzoe s fund tor the redemption of Jewish 
children, and large sums were contributed by the 
audience

* Palestine a Police State” 


Palestine was a police state in which there was 
no law and order. This was said by Mr. S. § 
Silverman. M.P., at a meeting organised by the 
Council of Liverpool and District Jews last week. 

The largest. public hall in the city was crowded 
to capacity to encourage the leaders of the Jewish 
Agency and of the Yishuv in their struggle 
declared Rabbi |. J Unterman, who presided 

Mr. Silverman said he was firmly of the belie! 
that the Palestine Administration had gone far 
bevond the instructions of the Colonial Office 
The British Government had no right in inte: 
national law greater than that of the Jewish Agency 
It was the duty of the Agency, he said, to co 
operate with the British Government, under th 
Mandate, to facilitate Jewish immigration. How 
then, he asked, could the Agency co-operate to 
prevent immigration? Ii the immigration ord 
nances of the Palestine Administration were illega! 
as they were, under international law, then it wa 
the duty of law-abiding people to break them. So 
lar no sound argument, O1 evidence had been nr 
duced to justify the action im Palestine.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Things That Matter 


“ Rabbi said: Which is the right course that a 
man should choose for himself ? Be heedful 
of a light precept as of a grave one, for thou 
knowesit not the grant of reward jor each precept. 
(Ethics of the Fathers, nu, 1.) 


ISTORY and personal experience combine in 
endorsing the warning of R. Judah Ha‘nasi, 
the compiler of the Mishna. Many a national 

tragedy would have been averted if man had learnt 
this lesson of being as careful to avoid small trans- 
gressions as he is, as a rule, careful to eschew 
blunders of a major nature. It is in this aspect that 
Judaism differs most markedly from the principle 
of Roman law that “de minimis non curat lex,” 
that “ the law does not concern itself with trifles.” 
Jewish law does concern itself with $o-calied triiles, 
realising that it is just those little things that, in 
the long run, matter most. The character of a 
person is moulded by the papers he reads, the 
friends he keeps, and the pastimes he enjoys. It 
it because, as the Chinese proverb has it, ~ more 
people stumble over molchills than over mountains, ” 
that Judaism has warned us, in the words of our 
text, to watch out for our molehills, asking us not 
so much to do uncommon things, as to do common 
things uncommonly well. 

Ihere are two excellent illustrations of Rabbi's 
advice, one in the Bible, the other in the Midrash. 
In the Bible, we read the’ story (11 Kings v) of 
Naaman, the captain of the host of the King of 
Syria. He is described as “a mighty man of valour, 
but a leper.”” Among the many capiives he had 
brought back from conquered Palestine was a litle 
maid, who waited upon his wife. One day, this 
virl, in the course of a casual conversation with 
her mistress, chanced to remark: “ Would to God 
that my lord were with the Prophet [Elisha] in 
Samaria’ Then would he recover from his leprosy.” 
Naaman was prepared to try any remedy 


ARMED with a letter from the Syrian King to 

the King of Isracl, Naaman: set out for 
Palestine to consult Elisha and to court Ins favour 
with the most costly gifts When. the King: ot 
Israe! read the letter with its strange request, he 
thought. that he was. the victim of a ruse whereby 
Isracl would be trodden once again under the heel 
of the invader. He began to mourn ard to despair, 
but Elisha, who was summoned into the royal 
presence, comforted him. “* Let him come to me,” 
he told the King, “and he shall know that there 
is a prophet in Isracl.” The story continues that 
when Naaman and his retainers came to the home 
of Elisha, the prophet did not .even. sce him per- 
sonally, but sent out the message: “ Go and wash 
in the Jordan seven times and you will be healed.” 
Naaman, “ the mighty man of valour,” was -indig- 
nant at this, as he thought, shabby treatment. We 
can almost hear him now, livid with rage, bellow- 
ing at the top of his voice: “ Are not the Amorah 
and -Phorpar, rivers in Damascus, better than all 
the waters of Isracl? Can | not wash in them and 
be clean?” . Still raging, he was about to return 
home, when his servants began to plead with him 
to try the prescription of Elisha, whose fame for 
achieving muraculous cures had spread far outside 
the country’s borders. “ My father,” pleaded one 
of Naaman’s most faithful followers, “il the 
prophet had bid thee do some great thing, wouldst 
thou not have done it?) How much rather; then, 
when he saith to thee: ‘Wash and be clean’? 
Naaman saw the strength of this argument against 
the common human failing, as prevalent as i 1s 
harmful, of spurning the simple thing im favour of 
the more elaborate, and he comphed with the advice 
offered But let the Bible conclude that part of 
the story in HS own matchiess stvie: “ Then went 
he down,- and dipped himself seven times the 
Jordan, according to the Saying of the man of 
God; and his flesh came back like unto the flesh 
of a littl child, and he was clean.” (11 Kings.‘ 
1-14.) 


THE ttlustration from.the Midrash is also signifi- 

cant. Alone of the 6]3 commandments found 
if the Pentateuch, that enjoming respect for parents 
and the sending away of the dame bird before 
taking the fledghng (Deut. xxii. 6-7), -are singled 
out by the: promise of a reward “that thy days 
may be long in the land which the Lord thy God 
miveth thee.” 
Commandment ts the most difficult of all to Observe 
meticulously, for whatever -one can do for parents 
is mot. enough in view- of all the loving sacrifices 
hey. make for their children’s welfare. One’ can 
understand, therefore, the reason for the Biblical 
departure trom the Talmudic rule that “ rewards 
are nol granted on this earth,” ‘the specification ol 
a reward in this instance, But why distinguish 
another command the condition of which seems so 
trifling tn comparison with an identical reward? 
fhe moral drawn by the Midrash is obvious: it 


is the advice of our text. For who is man to: 
judge what is trivial or momentous in the eves of. 


God? He does not look upon things with the eyes 
of man, and what may, at first glance, appear to 
uS-as trite and commonplace, unworthy of achieve- 
ment, may yet prove the gateways to greater happi- 
ness and noble achievement, * Be heedful, therefore: 
of a light precept as of a grave one. for thou 
Knowest not the grant of reward for each precept.” 

Is # not high time that we took this lesson to 
heart? To take one final illustration—the history 
of the Reform movement in Jewry. . It began with 
lampering with trifles. with so-called light pre- 
cepts, with the omission. of the Aramaic Yekum 
Porkan trom our Sabbath prayers, with the aboli- 
110n. ol Bameh Madlikin from our Sabbath-eve ser- 
vice, With frowning on the custom of “beating 
Haman” during the recitation of the Purim Megilla, 
and with other seemingly inconsequential traditional 
practices. But iH has led on to further and bigger 
breaches, until each Jew im the “Liberal”. fold 
has been allowed to become his own arbiter of 
what ts and what is not to be carried out in Jewish 
custom. The cleavage between Liberal and Ortho- 
dox has grown wider and wider. As soon as we 
ourselves become the arbiters of what is right or 
wrong, necessary or redundant, while spurning the 
eurdance given by Judaism, we become as rudder- 
less barques ona tempestuous sea. buffeted heip- 
iessis in all cirections

JEWRY IN AUSTRALIA 


An Official Jewish Statement 
From Mr. SAUL SYMONDS 


(President, Executive Council of Ausiralian Jewry) 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—With the cessation of the personal corres- 
pondence in your columns on the subject of “ Jewry 
im Australia.’ this Council deems m proper to 
make an official pronouncement, in the name of 
the whole of the organised Jewish Community ol 
the Commonwealth. It is desired, especially, to 
deal with the regrettable inferences of official anti- 
Jewish discrimination which were plainly to be 
drawn from the original report of Mrs. Silverman's 
press conference. , 

This Council notes with satisfaction the official 
reply issued on behalf of the Australian Govern. 
ment by Mr. Thomas Dunbabin and endorses the 
statements made by him. 

The Executive Council states categorically that 
there has never been a single instance of ant: 
Semitism anti-Jewish bias manifested by the 
Federal Government, any State Government, o; 
any municipal or local government authority in th 
Commonwealth. There is no ordimance in any 
part of the Commonwealth that prevents Jews from 
building in any district; there has never been any 
suggestion of discrimination im connection with th: 
rights of Jewish children in respect of educatior 
under State auspices, much less any. necessity 
even suggestion that Jews build their own parochio 
schools: there has never existed such a thing 4 
Jewish internment camps—there were ceriain cam, 
where aliens, who had been evacuated by the British 
Government from England and the Far East, v 
held by the Australian Government on bBehal! of 
the British Government. and included in. th 
number were many Jewish refugees: however, those 
who were able to prove that they were hona -fic: 
reiugees were permitted to jom the Australian 
military forces’ or enter civilan emplo@ment

About £60,000.000 will be needed to run the new 
International Refugee Organisation for one year 
beginning next January.

ATTITUDE TO TERRORISM 


The question of the Anglo-Jewish Association's 
right to pursue its own policy and of the value 
ch may be attached to its utterances is brought 

into sharp relief by Monday's events. “* We told 
you so.” 8 a distasteful attitude. and one hesitates 
‘o adopt it: Dut it has been said that the use of 
recrimination about the past is to ensure effective 
action on the future; and while the explosives which 
blew up British headquarters in Jerusalem can do 
no other good to the Jewish cause. they may at 
least disperse the foe of misunderstanding and mis- 
representation which has settled over the counsels 
of British Jewry. In its attitude to Jewish violence 
in Palestine our Community is floundering in a 
morass of muddied thinking and self-deception.
